new anti-inflation 
program next week 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Carter, mindful of a 1.1 per cent increase 
in wholesale prices last month, will an­ 
nounce a new anti-inflation package ear­ 
ly next week, his chief spokesman said 
today. 
White House Press Secretary Jody 
Powell also said Carter does not believe 
his proposed $50 tax rebate for taxpayers 
will add to inflationary pressures — but 
thinks an immediate permanent tax cut 
proposed by Republicans would. 
"We do not believe the $50 tax rebate is 
going to be inflationary," Powell said. 
"It is because of our concern of long­ 
term inflationary pressures that we have 
proposed two stages—a one shot tax 
rebate and a permanent reduction. 
"Ours will not add inflationary pres­ 
sures next year when hopefully un­ 
employment will be in better shape," 
Powell said. But he said a permanent tax 
cut now. as proposed by the GOP. "will 
bring us severe inflationary pressures 
next year." 
, Powell, noting that wholesale prices 
increased 1.1 per cent in March, said 
"the administration is and has been con­ 
cerned about inflation,” and will 
"proceed in a balanced manner,” to deal 
with it. 
He said Carter’s economic stimulus 
package, which is at least temporarily 
mired down in Congress, was worked out 
in a "careful manner" to offset in­ 
flationary pressures. 
On other subjects, Powell: 


—Declined to comment on the resigna­ 
tion of Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin or its effect on hopes for a Geneva 
Conference on the Middle East later this 
year. 
—Said Thursday’s meeting between 
Soviet Ambassador Anatoli Dobrynin 
and Secretary of State Cyrus Vance was 
evidence that the arms talks had not 
collapsed. "We do not underestimate the 
difficulty but we are proceeding in a 
patient methodical manner,” he said. 
Carter cleared his desk today in 
preparation for a three-day Easter 
weekend trip to Calhoun. Ga.. where he 
will stay with his oldest son. Jack. 
On Thursday, the President began a 
public campaign aimed at winning sup­ 
port for his economic stimulus package, 
especially the controversial $50 rebate 
proposal. 
He said prospects for the plan "look 
good." but warned that without the 
rebate, the package would provide "too 
large a proportion" of tax relief for 
business and not enough for consumers. 
To those members of the Senate who 
want Carter to restore federal budget 
provisions for some 30 water projects as 
a trade-off for passage of the $50 rebate, 
Carter said he’s "not much of a trader.” 
He said he was "not inclined at all” to 
trade his approval for a water project 
that is not needed, in return for votes on 
the tax refund "which I think is needed.” 
But at the same time he told reporters 
there may be some "interreaction" as he 
Here's who gets free 
cable tv in Lompoc

Amid concern over who in Lom­ 
poc might be getting free cable televi­ 
sio n s e r v ic e , th e m a n a g e r of 
TelePrompTer of Lompoc said he would 
agree to a public disclosure provision in 
the city’s new cable television franchise 
agreement. 
In addition, general manager Joe 
Johnson provided a list to the Record of 
those buildings or groups currently 
receiving free or reduced-rate service. 
The list includes: 
— Eight city buildings 
— Four schools. 
— Two churches. 
— Four clubs. 
— Eight tv and electronics firms. 
— F u rn itu re, tir e , m usic and 
automobile firms that sell television 
sets. 
— An answering service that takes ser­ 
vice calls for TelePrompTer after 
business hours 
— TelePrompTer employes 
The company also provides reduced- 
rate service to about "two or three" 
local businesses in exchange for their 
providing a service to TelePrompTer 
Johnson added 
Asked whether—as raised in a recent 
City Council meeting — any city coun- 
cilmembers, past or present, have ever 
been on the free service list, Johnson 
said: "Present, no. Past, there may have 
been ” He said that when Lompoc Valley 
Cable TV — the company that first 
provided cable service to Lompoc — 
started business here in the early sixties, 
it gave free service to many persons and 
groups in order to promote cable tv. 
Those persons probably included city 
councilmembers and local newspaper 
editors 


"Right now.” Johnson said, "no one 
on the council is getting anything free. 
They haven’t for the last two or three 
years that I know of.” 
Johnson pointed out that the original 
cable tv agreement made between Lom­ 
poc Valley Cable TV and the city 
provided that cable tv providers "will 
furnish without charge to the City of 
Lompoc cable service to any location in 
the city buildings as designated by the 
city.” 
The agreement states that cable tv 
companies "will provide one television 
service tap to each public or private 
school, each public or private hospital in 
Lompoc without cost for the installation 
and without a monthly service charge.” 
One "service tap" is required for each 
television set. 
TelePrompTer’s installation fee for 
the first service tap was waived for Lom­ 
poc District Hospital. For each of its 
other television sets, the hospital pays 
the usual monthly fee of $1.50 
The agreement also states that the 
cable company "will provide free cable 
service to all dealers and service men 
who are licensed to do business in the 
city of Lompoc.” 


Johnson said that when a club requests 
free cable service, he considers its finan­ 
cial needs and the type of community 
services it provides. The two churches 
on the free service list use television 
primarily for their day-care centers, he 
said. 


Johnson said that, presently, it really 
is none of the Record’s or the public's 
business who the company provides free 
or reduced-rate service to, but he added 
that he would willingly disclose this in­ 
formation if the new franchise agree­ 
ment so requires. 


makes a final review of the water 
projects and as the Senate deliberates 
the rebate bill when it returns April 18.

Two burned 
in camper 
explosion 


Two off-duty county firemen and the 
County Fire Department’s paramedic 
team were credited with saving the lives 
of a couple who were critically burned in 
an explosion and fire that engulfed their 
van-camper. 
James Gaman. 50, and his wife, Cleo, 
42, of Aurora. Ore., were listed in 
critical, but stable condition in the 
critical care unit of Goleta Valley 
Hospital today with burns over 30 to 40 
per cent of their bodies. 
The two were burned following an ex­ 
plosion that ripped their camper at about 
6 p.m. as they were preparing dinner in a 
parking area at the northbound Gaviota 
Rest Stop. 
County Fire Department Division 
Chief Richard Minor, who was driving 
past the rest stop bound for his home in 
Lompoc, rushed to aid the couple. Also 
on the scene as he headed for his home in 
Santa Maria was off-duty county fire 
engineer Ken Hoff Minor and Hoff used 
fire extinguishers to battle the blaze and 
when that failed, they mustered other 
rest stop patrons to form an old 
fashioned bucket brigade to bring water 
to the fire from a fountain. Minor 
praised Hoff’s assistance and the 
readiness of witnesses to aid in the 
rescue effort. 
Minor was particularly grateful for an 
unidentified man who rushed up with a 
five-gallon jug of drinking water to 
throw on the fire. 


Prospects improve for 13 
convalescent care beds 


The prospects of adding 13 in­ 
termediate care beds in the Lompoc Con­ 
valescent Care Center have improved 
with a staff member of the Office of 
Statewide Health Planning and Develop­ 
ment recommending approval of the 
hospital’s request. 
Robert Van Horn, who held a public 
meeting here on March 28 made his 
recommendation to another Department 
of Health hearing officer That officer 
will visit Lompoc on April 25. when 
another public hearing on the bed 
request is scheduled 
The recommendation by this second 
hearing officer — along with that of Van 
Horn — will be passed along to Jerome 
Lackner. health department director, 
who will make the final decision on 
whether to license use of the beds The 
beds could be in use by June 1. hospital 
administrator William 
Diebner es­ 
timated — if Lackner’s decision is affir­ 
mative. 
Last year the Lompoc Hospital 
District applied for the 13 additional 
beds and a hearing body of the newly 
established 
Ventura-Santa 
Barbara 


Health Systems Agency recommended 
approval of the application. 
But at that time, the health depart­ 
ment had not yet authorized the agency 
to hold public hearings, and did not issue 
the license The district had to reapply 
for the beds; so far it has paid $2,785 in 
application fees 
"To be on the safe 
side,” according to Jerry Seedborg of 
Assemblyman Gary Hart's office, the 
health department sent members of its 
own staff to hold a preliminary hearing 
Now Lompoc citizens are being urged 
to attend the next public hearing, and 
once again, to voice support for use of 
the additional beds. The hearing will be 
10 a m Monday, April 25. at the Lompoc 
Unified School District. 1301 North A St. 
Van Horn's positive recommendation 
is a "breakthrough.” Seedborg said, 
because "if it had gone the other way, 
getting the beds would really be an up­ 
hill fight.” But incase the health depart­ 
ment says no, Seedborg said, As­ 
semblyman Hart would push a bill he 
drafted last week — AB-1208 — to permit 
licensing of Lompoc District Hospital for 
use of the beds.

Negotiations 
pushed on 
steel pact 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Leaders of 
the United Steelworkers Union and the 
nation's 10 top steel manufacturers 
worked diligently at the bargaining table 
today, hoping to reach agreement on a 
new contract before the Easter holiday 
weekend 
Union President I.W Abel told top un­ 
ion officers at a breakfast meeting that 
the two sides were unable to achieve a 
settlement during all night marathon 
bargaining sessions. 
But there were indications the two 
sides were getting closer despite the un­ 
ion rejection of an economic package 
from the companies Thursday. 
"They’re still bargaining.” a union 
spokesman said. "They’re hard at it. 
There's a possibility they will reach a 
s e t t l e m e n t 
if th e y c o n t in u u e 
negotiating ” 
A scheduled 9:30 a.m. EST meeting of 
800 local union presidents was postponed 
until the afternoon in hopes negotiators 
would have a package to present for a 
ratification vote at that time. 
The negotiators previously arranged to 
return to their homes during the Easter 
weekend, with or without a settlement. 
The contract does not expire until Aug. 
1. but the no-strike agreement provides 
for binding arbitration of all unresolved 
economic issues by April 20 — something 
both sides hope to avoid 
As talks went down to the wire, 
sources said Abel had abandoned efforts 
to obtain the income guarantee program 
But he continued to seek improvements 
in existing job security provisions.

Welfare Department to pay murder 
trial witnesses' living expenses 


The County Welfare Department has 
granted a request from the district at­ 
torney’s office to provide general relief 
aid estimated at $500 to $600 per month 
for living expenses for four witnesses at 
the upcoming trial of Bud Baker, 
charged with slaying Jeffrey Brandon, of 
Lompoc, a security guard, at the Santa 
Barbara yacht harbor. 
Welfare Director Arthur Nelson has 
notified Board of Supervisors chairman 
Harrell Fletcher of the policy deviation 
expenditure and his administrative deci­ 
sion. 
Room rental and meals for the four 
persons, who were said by Nelson to be 
without funds, could run as much as $600 
a month, it was estimated. 
The district attorney’s office stated 
the case is set for the master calendar 
April 20 when a firm trial date may be 
set. 
Nelson indicated the witness costs 
could be borne by the current $224,000 


budget for general relief aid. The 
welfare director said general relief costs 
have been pared down in a number of 
ways resulting from the Board of Super­ 
visors lopping about $200,000 from the 
previous figure. 
In another decision to deviate from 
current policy, Nelson cited an es­ 
timated $600 expenditure to help with 
$500 per month rental costs of a 
minority family with seven young 
children evicted from farm labor hous­ 
ing by the marshal’s office. 
The father had been a disabled farm 
worker in the North County, it was 
stated, and the family has been sup­ 
ported by the Aid to Families with 
Dependent Children 
(AFDC) 
federal 
program. 
The marshal’s office evicted the fami­ 
ly from farm labor housing on a ranch 


where the father had been employed, a 
report to the county supervisors stated. 


The Welfare Department staff, County 
Housing Authority staff and Catholic 
Welfare Bureau have joined in trying to 
locate adequate housing for the family. 
The landlord, requiring $500 a month 
rent, is requesting first and last month’s 
rent of $1,000 total in advance 
The 
Catholic Welfare Bureau has agreed to 
advance the $500 for the last month's 
rent, and general relief funds of $600 are 
being committed to finalize the arrange­ 
ments 
As the amount of rent payment ab­ 
sorbs nearly all of the AFDC payment, it 
was stated, a Welfare Department social 
worker will utilize remaining funds for 
food stamp purchase and allocate pay­ 
ments for utilities.

Russia in Africa no cause 
for panic, UN envoy says 


UNITED NATIONS (UPI) - U.S. Am­ 
bassador Andrew Young says the in­ 
creasing Soviet presence in Africa is no 
reason for panic and President Carter's 
push for human rights has won the hearts 
and minds of the oppressed people of the 
world 
Noted for sometimes speaking too 
quickly, the ambassador weighed each 
word carefully in an interview Thursday 
with UPI He had just been reprimanded 
by British Ambassador Ivor Richard for 
saying in an interview with the British 
Broadcasting Corp. that Britain had been 
"a little chicken" on racial questions 
Young later apologized to Richard, 
who said he considered the matter 
closed. 
On Atrica. Young warned against 
oversimplification, saying the situation 
in Zaire, for example, "is very com­ 
plicated ” 
"I think it is a mistake to make 
everything in Africa simply a basis of an 
East-West struggle.” 
He was asked about apparent Soviet 
attempts to expand its influence in 
Africa through such means as the 
African visit of Soviet President Nikolai 


Podgorny. 
Young said there were two develop­ 
ments after that visit — the signing of a 
Soviet Mozambique defense treaty and 
the almost immediate renewal by 
Mozambique of its contract to sell 
electricity to South Africa. 
"So I wouldn't jump to conclusions on 
the basis of one visit,” he said 
In Angola, which is a similar so-called 
Marxist state, the relationship between 
Gulf Oil and the Angolans, as far as 
production is concerned is greater now 
than under Portugal 
"1 would just caution us not to panic 
about Soviet presence,” he said 


He said he doesn't think America has 
been negligent toward Zaire and tends to 
feel that despite the view of Soviet 
moves there, the United States should 
not make a statement on that country

some Angolan and possible Cuban in­ 
volvement in the training of Katanga 
(Shaba province) gendarmes They have 
fought with the Belgians and I don't

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Lompoc citizens 
drafting defense 
against ripoffs

Burglars ripped off homes and businesses in 
the City of Lompoc at the rate of nearly 37 a 
month during 1976 and private citizens are 
literally getting the wagons into the proverbial 
circle for self defense. 
First the grimy boxscore: There were 436 
burglaries reported in the city during the 12 
months ending last Dec. 31, with property losses 
totaling nearly $400,000. Those figures broke 
down to 36.33 burglaries a month with losses of 
$31.649 a month. 
It is some consolation to note that efforts of 
law enforcement resulted in the recovery of 
nearly one third of the property lost to burglars. 
Looked at in another way, however, it means 
that two-thirds or more of the stolen property 
was not recovered. Barring some recovery via 
insurance it's a dead loss for most victims. 
That 's the disquieting economic side of being a 
burglary victim. But there is a scary part too, 
one that sends chills up and down our collective 
conscious regardless of the amount of the loss: 
The knowledge that someone, some stranger, 
usually, had invaded the sanctity of our home or 
business, without invitation, and with malice in 
his heart, maybe even as we sleep, has to haw a 
chilling effect 
A way out of this thicket is beginning to 
emerge. Studies by local law enforcement agen­ 
cies have proved that burglaries can be 
prevented by “deterrence, delay and detection.” 
That’s the creed that Lompoc Police Officer 
Jam es Hall has been carrying to service clubs, 
to neighborhood groups and literally to anyone 
who will listen. 
Hall says police recognize that they can’t 
protect the homes of the community all by 
themselves. “ We have to have your help,” he 
said the other day Hall has given talks to 12 ser­ 
vice clubs or community groups and to groups of 
homeowners and dwellers in fiw communities. 
The response has been overwhelming, he says. 
Hall inspects the homes for security against 
burglars, displays approved door locks and 
shows a film on burglarproofing a home, which 
was donated by Kiwanis Club. 
Hall has even persuaded a local lumber and 
building supply company to giw 20 per cent dis­ 
counts on approved door and window locks A 
good lock will deter some criminals and delay 
others and thus aid in detection. Hall says. 
This is no mere figment of Hall’s imagina­ 


tion. There are documented instances locally in 
which burglars have labored in vail to pry open a 
door secured with an approved lock. “ Delaying a 
burglar for four minutes is generally considered 
sufficient to prevent entry into a house or 
apartm ent.” the National Sheriff’s Association 
says. 
But there are other features of the national 
Neighborhood Watch Program that Hall es­ 
pouses. and literature he provides free to 
homeowners spells it out: 1) Notify your new- 
scarrier to discontinue newspaper deliveries 
when you go on vacation. 2) Notify the Post Of­ 
fice to hold your mail or arrange with a neighbor 
to pick up and hold your mail for you. And so on. 
There are 21 tips in one brochure designed to 
thwart the burglar, and free decals to post as a 
warning that a home is secure. 
Enterprising residents can also make it tough 
on burglars and aid in recow ry of stolen 
property by borrowing one of the police 
departm ent's electric engraver pencils, and 
marking all property, Hall says. 
Residents in some communities go a step 
further: One resident looks after the home of 
another during vacation time. A posture of con­ 
cern for one’s neighbors is the cornerstone of 
good community security Hall urges residents 
to call the police department or the sheriff in 
county areas, to report suspicious circum­ 
stances. “ We need residents to be our eyes in the 
community,” Hall said this week “Our eyes, 
nothing more. We’ll do the rest.” 
Hall said it would cost $700 to $№0 for a 
foolproof perim eter alarm system for burglary 
detection in the average home, a price that 
many families are not prepared to pay. “We can 
do just as well and cheaper by investing in good 
locks and other provisions coupled with com­ 
munity awareness. ’ he concluded 
Burglary is no stranger to county areas of 
Lompoc Valley. Lompoc Sheriff’s Substation 
Commander, Sgt. Don McCormick said there 
were 202 burglaries in his jurisdiction during 
1976. and that 119 or 59 per cent of them occurred 
in Vandenberg Village or the Country Club 
areas. 
McCormick subscribes to many of the princi­ 
ples enunciated by Hall. The sheriff’s crime

T he county-Y M C A p a c t 
covering 50 years allows the 
YMCA to construct and operate 
its contemplated facilities in 
the county park at the nominal 
figure of $25 a year.

State energy chief hails 
Carter's nuclear decision 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
state Energy Commission will 
no longer have to wrestle with 
the issue of reprocessing of 
spent nuclear fuel as a result of 
President C arter’s decision 
against reprocessing, its chair­ 
man says. 
Chairman Richard Maullin 
Thursday said C arter’s deci­ 
sion. which he agreed with, will 
allow the commission to focus 
its attention on the handling of 
radioactive wastes from nu­ 
clear reactors. Maullin said 
suspended commission hear­ 
ings on nuclear power will 
resume next month. 
Carter Thursday abandoned 
rep ro ce ssin g 
technologies 
which produce plutonium as a 
U.S. energy source, saying 
nuclear fuel benefits offered by 
the deadly m aterial are far out­ 
weighed by the danger it might 
cause by the spread of atomic 
weapons 
Under nuclear safety laws 
signed by Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown Jr. last year, the Energy 
Commission was charged by 
the legislature with determin­ 
ing if the federal government 
had a d e q u a te p la n s fo r 
reprocessing of spent nuclear 
fuel and for storage or treat­ 
ment of nuclear wastes. 
The commission began hear- 


ings on the two issues earlier 
this year but suspended them 
until Carter decided his policy 
on nuclear reprocessing. 
Now that the P resident’s 
policy has been disclosed, 
Maullin said, the hearings will 
be resumed in May and June. 
On the reprocessing issue, 
Maullin said he expected the 
commission will only have to 
determine that no such reproc­ 
essing facilities will be availa­ 
ble. 
Then the commission will be 
able to concentrate its efforts 
on the issue of waste storage or 
treatm ent, he said in an inter­ 
view. 
Because of C arter’s reproc­ 
essing decision, Maullin said, 
the President also will have to 
outline a strategy for handling 
of spent nuclear fuel. 
If the commission decides 
that there are not adequate 
methods available to handle 
nuclear wastes, it could not ap­ 
prove additional nuclear power 
plants in California 
The first deadline for approv­ 
al of a new nuclear plant will be 
in late 1978 or early 1979 when 
the commission must decide 
whether to accept or reject a 
San Diego G as & E lectric 
proposal for a Sun D esert 
nuclear plant.

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Rabin bows out of Israeli 
politics over bank scandal 


JE R U S A L E M

Prim e Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
has resigned as head of the rul­ 
ing Labor party and bowed out 
of next m onth's elections, 
abruptly ending a m eteoric 
career over a scandal involving 
an illegal U.S. bank account. 
The 55-year old general who 
turned to diplomacy and then to 
politics made the announce­ 
ment Thursday on nationwide 
radio and television in what 
could spell a setback in U.S.- 
initiated peace efforts in the 
Middle East 
Rabin's move reopened the 
struggle for leadership within 
the Labor party The party’s 
815-member central committee 


was scheduled to meet Sunday 
to discuss a replacement 
Political analysts refused to 
speculate on whether Defense 
Minister Shimon Peres. Rabin’s 
archrival and a hardliner on 
Middle East peace, would get 
the nomination or whether a 
compromise candidate such as 
Justice Minister Haim Zadok 
would be chosen. 
Rabin narrowly beat Peres in 
the decisive Labor party vote 
for the premiership nomination 
two months ago. National elec­ 
tions will be held May 17. 
Rabin s decision came after 
A ttorney G eneral A haron 
Barak indicated he will seek 
legal proceedings against Mrs.

Fire retardant ban 
satisfies nobody 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
government decision to ban 
children’s sleepwear treated 
with Tris pleased neither the 
consumer group which pressed 
the issue nor the industry af­ 
fected by the outcome. 
The C o n su m er P ro d u c t 
Safety Commission Thursday 
ordered children’s sleepwear 
with the allegedly cancer 
hazardous flam e retardant 
removed from the shelves. 
The Environmental Defense 
Fund said it is considering ask­ 
ing a federal court to expand 
the scope of the ban in such a 
way that every consumer who 
bought a Tris-treated garment 
could get his money back — a 
$1.3 billion proposition, ac­ 
cording to the industry 
The American Apparel Manu­ 
facturers Association said the 
ordered recall of perhaps 20 
million garments still on retail 
shelves and in warehouses is an 
injustice that will drive some 
companies out of business. 
Even the com m ission is 
divided on the issue. While the 
five members were unanimous 
in the vote to ban unsold sup­ 
plies of Tris-treated garments, 
as well as uncut fabric intended 
for children's wear, it split 3 to 
2 on whether to recall every 
item ever treated with Tris 
But it approved unanimous­ 
ly a semi-recall: if a garment 
has not been washed (washing 
supposedly rinses most Tris 
from the fabric» consumers 
would be allowed to return it to 
the store for,a refund 
Robert Rauch. EDF lawyer, 
said the commission's decision 
to include sold but unwashed 
garm ents “ will allow us to 
argue that they have at least 
crossed the barrier of sale 
versus non-sale ” 
“ We think by taking that 
much action it does give us a 
better chance of getting a court 
to say that the washed versus 
non-washed distinction is not a 
good one. now that they’ve 
reached into the hands of con­ 
sumers.“ he said 
He said EDF is “very disap­ 
pointed’’ at the outcome The 
group had twice petitioned the 
agency to crack down on Tris 
because of evidence it may 
cause cancer in test animals. 
The AAMA said the children’s 
sleepwear industry “acted in 
good faith and on the basis of 
available knowledge’’ to meet 
government 
requirements to 
make ch ild ren ’s garm ents 
safer 
The recall, it said, “ penalizes 
a very small industry for not

The system ’s 158 schools were 
open but only about 9.607 of the 
110.000 students in the city 
came to school 


Milwaukee teachers made no 
indication on whether thev will 


continue the strike after the 
vacation, which runs through 
next week 
Kansas City school officials, 
who opened the four high 
schools for seniors Wednesday, 
said more schools would be 
reopened next week. 
School Superintendent Robert 
Wheeler said all 67 elementary 
schools would be open Tuesday 
for about 23.000 students in the 
kindergarten through six grade, 
plus some seventh graders He 
said the schools would be staf­ 
fed by teachers laid off last 
year and new teachers being 
hired this week. 
The school board has in­ 
formed 500 non-tenured striking 
teachers their contracts will 
not be renewed No other fir­ 


ings were reported. 
The school district also took 
its first legal action against in­ 
dividual teachers this week. 
Circuit Court Judge Lewis 
Clymer, who issued a tempo­ 
rary restraining order against 
the strike the night before it 
started March 20. fined three 
teachers $400 each and sen­ 
tenced them to 30 days in jail 
for contempt of court. 
The teachers had been served 
with contempt citations Wed­ 
nesday Clymer suspended the 
jail sentences on the condition 
they return to their jobs 
A 
fourth teacher was fined and 
sentenced to half those amounts 
because he had returned to 
work after being cited for con­ 
tempt.

Caribbean cruise is a pleasure

Languid, limp, lethargic — words that 
describe the effect of the tropics on 
travelers. What a wonderful feeling to 
counteract the usual stress and strain 
from which they have escaped the work­ 
day world. 
“One really lets down," says Chris 
Cass of her Caribbean cruise with her 
husband Earl. Both are definitely sold on 
cruises as the ideal vacations The pace 
is what one chooses, activity or rest. 
Their trip began with a hectic trip to 
Florida, from Lompoc to Los Angeles by 
car. then by plane to Miami. The two had 
dinner with friends before boarding a 
nighttime flight at 2 a.m., arriving at 
9:30 Florida time. With no sleep and no 
time to freshen up. they left the plane for 
a chartered bus and three hour tour of 
the city. They wound up at the Jamaica 
Inn. Key Biscayne for kiva chicken and 
key lime pie. Boarding time for the 
cruise was mid-afternoon on the Royal 
Caribbean line Sun Viking. 
They were late getting aboard, late 
sailing because of heavy fog and because 
many passengers from various parts of 
the world had not embarked because 
their planes could not land 
Once aboard. Chris and Earl unpacked 
and put their things in order. For the 
next 14 days, this beautiful floating cas­ 
tle was to be their home. The first even­ 
ing was spent getting acquainted with 
the ship's facilities, with dinner and 
meeting others. All day Sunday they 
were at sea and on this first day all were 
required to attend the fire drill. From 
then on. it was do as you please There 
was swimming in the pool, skeet 
shooting, games of all kinds, a well 
stocked library, shops, music and danc­ 
ing. and food, food, food! Simply relax­ 
ing in a deck chair, napping, reading or 
visiting were other choices 
First docking was on the U S Island 
San Juan. Puerto Rico, historical, pic­ 
turesque city. Old San Juan’s ancient 
walls of Fort El Morro was the keystone 
of the city’s defenses in Spanish days. 
Streets are very narrow and broken. A 
drive up Ponce de Leon Avenue through 
the business area afforded a view of a 
housing clearance project — the Eleanor 
Roosevelt development. At the San Juan 
Canbe Hilton Hotel, Chris gambled and 
came out $15 ahead. 
The ship sailed once more at 2; 30 a m , 
headed for St. Thomas Virgin Islands A 
short bus ride took the travelers sight­ 
seeing 
through 
residential areas 
Boarding a boat for St John, they saw 
Chanceal Bay owned by the Rockefeller 
Foundation Leaving the boat they were 
served 
complimentary 
rum punch, 
walked along the white sandy beaches, 
and some went swimming Returning, 
Chris and newfound friends shopped in 
St. Thomas where eight ships were in 
port The consequent throng of tourists 
created some hassle in the shopping 


area 
Nighttimes from portside of their ship. 
Chris and Earl could see the Royal Vik­ 
ing on which they spent 20 days a year, 
ago cruising from Australia 
San Lucia (Island in the Sun) was the 
next port of call. Known for its banana 
valleys and tropical foliage, it rises 960 
feet above sea level for a view of coconut 
and banana valleys and the coastline as 
far as Martinique. The tourists drove 
through huge banana plantations, follow­ 
ing the road to Marigot Bay. one of the 
most beautiful anchorages in the entire 
Caribbean. A pleasant end to this tour 
w as a stop at the G reen P a rro t 
Restaurant overlooking the island and 
sipping a refreshing rum punch 
Next the ship sailed for Bridgetown. 
Barbados, all enchanting To Chris the 
interest was in purchase of Wedgewood 
and crystal items. Stained glass windows 
were the special interest of friends, the 
George Reedels of Eugene. Ore The lat- 
ter’s son last year married the daughter 
of Col. (Ret.) and Mrs John Turnbull of 
W North Ave The young couple now live 
in Seattle, Wash. 
The tour passed Nelson's Monument, 
erected before the one in Trafalgar 
Square, London, England: the War 
Memorial and the government buildings 
housing the Houses of Parliament where 
stained glass windows depict all the 
kings and queens of England since 
William the Conqueror, including oddly 
enough the protector, Cromwell 
The tour proceeds to St. John s 
Churchyard where rests the descendent 
of Emperor Constantine the Great, Fer­ 
dinand Paleologus whose family was 
driven from the throne in Constantinople 
by the Turks 
In the old, old town of St. George. 
Grenada Island, a drive along the 
eastern sea coast goes through Hope, a 
cocoa, banana and spice estate to the 
village of Marquis where one sees the 
type of pine from which the straw 
baskets and hats are made Formerly un­ 
der British rule, Grenada became a free 
sovereignty in March 1975 Its people, 
observes Chris, seem so very poor, so 
dirty, but happy. 


At Caracas which Chris and Earl 
visited on a former Caribbean cruise, 
they again took the Avila Mountain cable 
car 7,000 feet above sea level for the pan­ 
oramic view Prominent is the House of 
Bolivar, benefactor who freed Venezuela 
from the Spanish 
A Curacao city tour of Willemstad and 
vicinity takes one past Dutch Colonial 
style mansions along the waterfront and 
the Autonomy Monument erected to 
co m m em o rate the s ta rt of self- 
government in 1954 A pontoon bridge 
connects the new and native sides where 
200-vear-old streets are in shades of 
lavender, olive, orange, pink, and blue 
A most celebrated 1700 landmark is the 


citron colored Mikoe Israel Emanuel 
Synagog. not only the oldest synagog 
building in the Americas but it also 
houses the m ost an cien t Jew ish 
Congregation in the hemisphere. A 
museum is next door. 


One passes a water distilling plant 
capable of converting 16,000 tons of salt- 
sea water to pure drinking water. 


Last port of call was Port-au-Prince. 
Haiti known for its native art of wood 
carvings, painting on banana leaves, 
ironwork and stained glass. Natives beg 
one to buy and there are bargains. 
Two days at sea again bring the cruise 
to an end far too soon for the vacationers 
who reluctantly return to their everyday 
world. 


Antique hounds will love Mike Knoell’s 
antiques collection and the ingenious 
way he uses them in his home at 321 
South N Street. They will have the oppor­ 
tunity to see during the annual homes 
tour sponsored by Lompoc Jr. Alpha 
Club April 17. 
Owned for many years by Francesca 
Bazzi. then left empty for a year, the 
house was about to be tom down when 
Mike, 
a Cabrillo High School teacher, 
decided to buy the property. A small 
house at the rear of the property 
provided him with a living space during 
renovation of the main house. The work 
took approximately 18 months. Front 
and back porches had to be torn down 
and completely rebuilt and the founda­ 
tion was also redone. 
Knoell recalls the times halfway 
through his endeavor when he felt he had 
asked for more than he could manage. 
But the final results were to his benefit 
and that of those who visit his home. 
One has no trouble in finding the place 
with a windmill in the yard. This was 
trucked from the Sisquoc area in just two 
pieces. On Mike’s front porch is an old 
washing machine, used as a planter. His 
mailbox is actually an old-time mailbag. 
A Franklin fireplace set on a brick 
backing enhances the front room of the 
two bedroom place, and in keeping 
with the antique hall tree, rocker and 
bookcase of oak. The latter is Mike’s 
favorite furniture piece and is extremely 
beautiful. A hanging lamp in the corner 
is a converted oil lamp. 
The owner's bedroom with hardwood 
floors is the only one used — the other is 
simply a storage room. His bed is of 
the 1900 vintage. Room accents reflect 
his interests — an old camera on the 
bureau, an original electric heater, a lid­ 
ded bamboo basket which serves as a 
hamper 
The den holds many “exciting" pieces 
which must be viewed to be appreciated. 
Here is an antique roll top desk, a 
Victrola most handsomely encased. 
Shuttered windows are a true eye- 
catcher. 
In the kitchen, Mike uses each piece he 
has acquired. The gas stove of the early 
1900s is by the Wedgewood Co. Anyone 
remember? What about the early 
General Electric refrigerator? Mike 
uses his. His Hoosier kitchen cabinet is 
real old-time with cutting area and 
storage space for foods. 
Off his kitchen is what Mike dubs his 
sunroom Here is a bathtub loveseat, a 
woodbuming stove, a cream separator 
used as a planter The back patio deck 
was an add-on and houses outdoor fur­ 
niture and a bake well stove used as a 
barbecue grill. 
The artistry and beauty in this home 
are evident Little touches that add to its 
personality as a whole reflect Mike’s in­ 
terest. 
Three other local homes are included 
on the homes tour April 17. Visiting 
hours are from 1-5 o’clock and tickets at 
$2 each available at each home that day. 
Homes may be visited in any order, one 
or all. Hostesses will greet guests and es­ 
cort them through the rooms In the 
hours from 3-6 o’clock a tea party will be 
held at Alpha Clubhouse.

Researchers 
sought for 
STS project 


NASA has issued its first in­ 
vitation to researchers to 
propose materials processing 
investigations that will include 
experiments performed on 
flights of the Space Transporta­ 
tion System (STS), which in­ 
cludes the Space Shuttle and 
Spacelab 


The investigations being 
sought, via Announcements of 
Opportunity (AOs) issued by 
NASA’s Office of Applications, 
comprise applied and basic 
research projects in branches 
of materials science where the 
weightlessness and ultra-high 
vacuum obtainable in orbital 
flight can be exploited to unique 
advantage 
Projects in areas 
relevan t to the eventual 
development of useful applica­ 
tions of space flight will be 
given priority by NASA, but the 
specific objectives sought in 
proposed investigations may be 
fundamental rather than ap­ 
plied 


In the STS program, the 
Marshall Center is responsible 
for development of the Space 
Shuttle's external tank, solid 
rocket booster and the shuttle 
main engines, as well as certain 
systems test and integration 
functions Marshall is also the 
lead NASA center for the 
S p a c e la b 
p ro g ra m , 
a 
cooperative venture between 
NASA and the European Space 
Agency, and has been assigned 
project management respon­ 
sibility for the first three 
Spacelab payloads. 


STS missions will begin in 
1979 and will accomplish a 
phased buildup of the system's 
capabilities during the first few 
years of operations First in the 
series of flights will be a set of 
six Orbital Flight Test (OFT) 
missions to be flown by the 
Space Shuttle alone during 1979 
and the first half of 1980 Tests 
of the Space Shuttle will be the 
prime objective of the OFT 
missions, and all other ac­ 
tivities will be considered 
se co n d a ry 
o b je c tiv e s . 


Nevertheless, the OFT flights 
will be able to carry experi­ 
ment payloads ranging from 
simple and constrained ac­ 
tivities on the first missions to 
relatively heavy and complex 
payloads on the last two 


The NASA Space Processing 
Program is intended to develop 
applications for space flight in 
m a te ria ls 
s c ie n c e 
and 
technology, including both 
research and manufacturing 
activities. Its initial goal is to 
demonstrate the value of space 
for materials processing by 
achieving significant scientific 
results and/or developing 
specific useful materials and 
products In the longer run. it is 
expected to lead to privately 
funded research and manufac­ 
turing operations in orbit

LOS AN G ELES (U P I) - Tommy 
Lasorda woke up Thursday at 7 a.m. - 
six hours before his managerial debut in 
the Los Angeles Dodgers’ opener — and 
immediately broke into a cold sweat. 
When the San Francisco Giants’ Gary 
Thomasson hit Don Sutton’s first pitch 
out of Dodger Stadium, he recalled think­ 
ing, “ Oh, no — or something like that.” 
But. as Lasorda likes to say, the Great 
Dodger in the Sky made it a perfect 
ending to a perfect afternoon in Dodger 
Stadium. 
After surrendering the blast to 
Thomasson, Sutton was nearly flawless, 
finishing with a four-hitter and striking 
out six in a 5-1 Dodger victory. 
“ I slept all right but I was really ner­ 
vous when I got up,” Lasorda confessed. 
“ Then I started thinking about various 
things; my father, my mother, my wife. 
Especially my wife and all the sacrifices 
she made during our days in the minor 
leagues. 
“ I was really excited when I got to the 
ball park. Spring training was different. 
It was like auditioning. This was like tak­ 
ing the stage show to New York.’’ 
Minutes after the Dodgers wrapped up 
the first major league victory for 
Lasorda. Walter Alston’s successor was 
greeted by a small army of reporters. He 
was ready for the news media, though. 
Lasorda moved his office into the old 


training room, giving the reporters 
plenty of space. 
“ This was a great win,” he beamed. 
“ Everything was just super. The Great 
Dodger in the Sky couldn’t have made it 
more perfect. I’m so thrilled and so hap­ 
py“ I ’ve said all spring how proud of this 
team I am. Well, everybody in Los 
Angeles will be proud of this team before 
the year is over.” 
The Dodgers, who finished 10 games 
behind Cincinnati in the National League 
West last season, tied the game at 1-1 in 
the bottom of the first on a two-out single 
by Reggie Smith and a double by Ron 
Cey off John “ The Count” Montefusco. 
They went ahead in the fifth on Bill 
Russell's sacrifice fly and made it 3-1 in 
the sixth on Steve Yeager’s bloop single. 
In the seventh, Steve Garvey lashed a 
two-run single off reliever Charlie 
Williams. 


Meanwhile. Sutton stymied the Giants. 
He gave up a double to Darrell Evans in 
the first inning, a single to Montefusco in 
the second inning and a single by Marc 
Hill in the fourth. 


“ Sutton," Lasorda remarked, “ was 
really outstanding. He had a bad spring 
but he really pitched a great game after 
that first pitch today.” 
The 32-year-old right-hander, a 21- 


game winner last season, disputed 
Lasorda on one point. He didn't feel he 
had a bad spring but just didn’t get the 
breaks. In five exhibition games, he gave 
up 18 earned runs in 29 innings — a 5.59 
ERA. 
In his seventh opening day assignment 
and 403rd start. Sutton recorded his 177th 
career triumph. 
“ You don’t like to start a ballgame,’’ 
he said, “ and be behind 1-0 on one pitch. 
But it wasn’t a big deal in my mind. 
We’re going to score a lot of runs this 
season. 
“ We re pretty darn potent. Somewhere 
in our lineup, somebody is going to get 
you. I think this club has the most talent 
of any Dodger team I ’ve been on." 
Sutton is in his 12th season here and 
two of his previous Dodger clubs, the 
1966 and 1974 teams, won National 
League pennants. 
“ In ’66. I think we won it by mirrors 
and great pitching." he explained. “ We 
had Sandy Koufax and Don Drysdale and 
a great bullpen but that’s about all. In 
’74. we won again but I didn’t think we 
were that good. 
“ I just feel this team has the right 
blend of maturity and youth. It's going to 
do great things." 
The Dodgers and the Giants, who also 
have a new manager this season in Joe 
Altobelli. have today off.

Thrill of opening day in New York something special for Martin

NEW YORK (U PI) - Opening day is 
always something special, to every 
ballplayer as well as every manager 
Billy Martin was trying to pretend it 
wasn't, that it simply was another ball 
game 
He sat behind his desk before Thur­ 
sday's 
Yankees-Brewers’ contest, his 
eyeglasses halfway down his nose, look­ 
ing over some papers and some mes­ 
sages. while his players were taking bat­ 
ting practice out on the field 
The Yankee manager had nothing 
more he really had to say to his players 
because he had said it all to them in a 
meeting the day before Reggie Jackson 
listened to Martin closely during the 
meeting and then called it the highlight 
of his brief period with the club. 
“ It only took 10 minutes, but he said 
everything that had to be said," Jackson 
commented 
Martin laid down only two or three 
basic rules What he wanted most from 
his players was honesty, an honest effort 
from all 25 of them, and he promised 
he’d give them the same. 
“ You’re out there for only three 
hours," he told them “ You owe it to the 
fans, you owe it to the owners who pay 
you and you owe it to yourself to give 100 
per cent It doesn’t matter to me who 
you are. everyone will be treated the 
same I guarantee you that. The 25th 
player on this club is the same to me as 
anyone else What I want you all to do is 
root for each other, help each other and 
compliment one another. Don’t knock 
each other There’s no place for that on 
this club.’” 
With only slight variations, Billy Mar­ 
tin’s meeting with his players was essen­ 
tially the same one A1 McGuire had with 
his Marquette University basketball 
players on the eve of their NCAA cham­ 
pionship finale with North Carolina 


It worked for A1 McGuire and also 
worked for Billy Martin, at least in the 
first game at Yankee Stadium, anyway, 
where after raising their first pennant in 
12 years on the flag pole, the Yankees 
went out and beat the Brewers, 3-0. on 
Catfish Hunter’s and Sparky Lyle’s clas­ 
sy five-hitter before more than 43,000, 


“ Congratulations!” a radio man said 
to Martin, sticking a mike in front of 
him “ The team played very well today, 
not at all like it did all spring How com- 
e?” 
“ I never push in spring training." 
answered Martin. “ The spring is for try­ 
ing things out ” 
“ But they certainly looked like a com­ 


pletely different team today.” Martin’s 
questioner persisted 
“ Today it counted.” replied the 
Yankee manager. 
Before the game, one of the Yankees' 
administrative assistants walked into 
Martin’s office and his appearance 
triggered something Martin had on his 
mind 


“ Tell the photographers that the next 
one who takes a picture of a player 
without his shirt on will be barred from 
the clubhouse,” the Yankee manager 
told the assistant. “ One of them took a 
picture of Reggie Jackson without his 
shirt on yesterday ... Bowie Kuhn will 
probably tell me I can’t do that. He’ll say 
the photographer has to make a living 


Then I ’ll say, 'Mr. Commissioner, it’s 
detrimental to baseball You don’t want 
any nudity in the clubhouse, do you?"’ 


Billy Martin laughed at his own little 
joke. 


Someone asked him which particular 
opening day in his entire career he 
remembered most.

“ My first one as a player,” he said. “ I 
set the record with two hits in one inning 
off Mel Parnell.

Anglers satisfied 
with small salmon 


Gone, it seems, are the days of the 50 pound salmon. Anglers to­ 
day are satisfied with their 25- and 30-pounders, and classify these 
fish in the “ lunker” category. 
So it is no surprise that the biggest salmon caught from Santa 
Barbara Sea Landing this year is a 35-pounder 
The largest one caught from Avila this season has been a 25- 
pounder. 
Salmon fishing right now is at a premium at Santa Barbara, and 
up until last week, it was excellent at Avila. 
Prospects for this weekend are good for both ports, however, as 
a new school of salmon has been sighted in the San Luis area 
Rockfishing from both ports has been on the down swing 
however, with three-quarter limits on most days. 
A Lompoc man, Harold Dover, caught one of the larger trout 
hooked at Lake Cachuma this week. 
Dover hooked his two-and-three-quarter-pounder, as nearly all 
the other trout anglers have this week, trolling near the dam or 
west end of the lake with needlefish. 
Most of the trout are in the top 30 feet of water. Bait fishing has 
been tough for the fisherman, but a Department of Fish and Game 
plant next week should bring it back to normal. 
An eight pound bass was also caught last week, as bass fishing 
remains very good. 
The best bet for bass is early morning or late evenings on plugs 
In the afternoon the bass are down between 20 and 40 feet and will 
hit on plastic worms or night crawlers. Top spots for bass have 
been the east end of the lake or the north shores. 
Three-quarter pound crappie are being caught in the narrows or 
around the island on minnie jigs or feathered jigs. 
Large one pound red ear have been picked up near the cistern by 
Teccolote Tunnel and around the island mostly on night crawlers 
No signs of catfish or bluegill. Both species are expected to ap­ 
pear as the water warms up. 
The Department of Fish and Game has warned parents that the 
cute little ducklings they bring home to the children for Easter 
may end up as killers. 
Park waterfowl flocks, which are year-round residents, pose the 
threat of botulism and the duck plague, a deadly waterfowl disease 
relatively new to North America and especially the West Coast 
The threat is that this disease can occur in park waterfowl flocks 
and then spread to wild ducks, geese and swans

The former Cy Young Award- 
winner has been embroiled in a 
series of legal disputes with 
MSU — where he is a graduate 
student — for more than a year 


-Early in 1976. a confrontation 
with university officials over 
the use of a batting-pitching 
cage led to the filing of four 
misdemeanor charges 


A trial in February at which 
Marshall served as his own at­ 
torney ended in a hung jury, and 
Ingham County Prosecutor 
Peter Houk subsequently drop­ 
ped the charges 
Marshall also has a civil law­ 
suit pending against the univer­ 
sity. and has filed a libel suit 
against the campus news­ 
paper. 
Assistant Prosecutor Dan 
McClellan said he found no 
evidence of criminal behavior 
in the latest incident — details

There can be little disagree­ 
ment about what is needed for 
the final conquest of this an­ 
cient enemy of mankind. The 
scientific effort has to be 
broadened and stepped up. 
This means more money is 
needed for brainpower and 
manpower, more equipment 
and research facilities.

Americans, the W atergate era has 
ended But for some who were damanged 
by the Nixon excesses, the wounds have 
yet to heal 
For instance, former Gov. Warren 
Heames of Missouri is still trying to 
clear his name. The tough, old-style 
politician who once headed 
the National Gover­ 
n o rs 
C o n fe r e n c e 
seldom hesitated to 
take on the powerful 
In fact, he once had 
the temerity to lam­ 
baste Lyndon Johnson 
at the height of his 
presidential power 
The scrap hit the 
headlines. 
Johnson 
backed down and in* 
v ite d 
th e 
f e i s t y 
Democrat to his Texas 
ranch to make peace 
When Hearnes endorsed Sen. Edmund 
Muskie. D-Mame, for president in late 
1971. therefore, there was talk that he 
would end up as Muskie’s running mate. 
The rumors reached the Nixon White 
House 
which considered Muskie the 
prime threat to oust President Nixon, 
In deepest secrecy. Nixon aide Alex­ 
ander Butterfield, who later exposed the 
infamous White House taping system , 
asked the FBI to dig up some dirt on 
Hearnes Butterfield, who handled many 
similar assignments, told us any such 
orders probably would have come from 
W hite H ouse m ajor dom o H R 
Haldeman or from Nixon himself. 
The White House demanded not only 
the 
FBI dossier on Heames but any 
other damaging information the G-men 
could dredge up from the Internal 
Revenue Service The bureau, in a con­ 
fidential wire to agents in the field, 
stressed the “urgent nature” of the 
White House request 
Within two weeks, the FBI dispatched 
a confidential reply to Butterfield “On 
Dec 22, 1971, you requested an up-to- 
date name check and check of the 
records of the Internal Revenue Service 
concerning Governor Warren Eastman 
Heames of Missouri." it began. 
“An applicant-type investigation” had 
been conducted on Heames in 1969 This 
was furnished 
to Butterfield, said the 
letter and included unproved allegations 
that Heames received political contribu­ 
tions from “hoodlum elements in St. 
Louis.” 
The heavily censored correspondence 
doesn't reveal precisely what other in­ 
formation the White House received But 
we have confirmed that the FBI also 
compiled 
numerous 
unsubstantiated 
allegations about Heam es’ private life. 
The bungling bureau also had in its 
files reports that Hearnes was a “con­ 
scientious objector” when, in fact, he 
was a gung-ho West Point graduate. 
Watergate “dirty tricks” helped derail 
Muskie’s campaign, but Heames was not 
forgotten 
After Nixon was re-elected. 
IRS agents walked into Hearnes’ office 
and told him he was under investigation 
The case has dragged on. and Hearnes is 
still haggling with the government over a 
few hundred dollars in taxes. 
Publicity from the tax probe haunted 
him when he ran for a Senate seat last 
year and he was also tarnished by an un­

bank 
investigation 
Heames lost the primary, but got a se­ 
cond chance when the winner died in a 
p lane c r a sh . He fin a lly lo st to 
R ep u b lica n 
John

November 
The dogged ex-governor is still seeking 
vindication He is pressuring FBI Direc­ 
tor Clarence Kelley, whom he supported 
years ago as Kansas City police chief, 
for more details on the effort to discredit 
him He has also unsuccessfully sought a 
letter clearing his name from Attorney 
General Griffin Bell 
Footnote: The IRS wouldn’t comment

INFLATION WARNING - President 
Carter’s economic stimulus package is 
being stymied in the Senate by the grow­ 
ing fear of inflation. 
Carter’s $24 billion bill is aimed at get­ 
ting people back to work by creating 
public-works jobs and pepping up the sl­ 
uggish economy. As Carter’s popularity 
ratings soared, the House passed his 
program virtually untouched. 
But in the more austere Senate, where 
autocratic committee 
chairmen still 
wield vast influence, the President’s 
package has hit a snag. Sen. John Mc­ 
Clellan. D-Ark., who chairs the Senate 
Appropriations Committee, quietly sat 
on the bill until he had slashed it below 
$20 billion 
When he reluctantly released it, Mc­ 
Clellan issued a dire warning that “funds 
of the magnitude of those contained in 
this bill are likely to have some in­ 
flationary effect.” This “threat” must 
be closely watched, he warned. Senate 
backers of the bill insist that inflation is 
not the reason for the delay. But 
ominously the day after McClellan’s 
warning, consumer prices took their 
biggest monthly jump in two years. They 
soared to an annual rate of 12 per cent 
from last year’s modest 5.2 per cent in­ 
crease. The White House, blaming the 
frigid winter, said it was just a tem ­ 
porary aberration. 
Our government sources say new 
figures will show that inflation will con­ 
tinue to rise in the coming months, and 
some key Senators are becoming more 
worried about double-digit inflation than 
nagging unemployment. Senate Majority 
Leader Robert Byrd. D-W Va.. however, 
hopes to have the President’s bills mov­ 
ing soon But he’s making no promises. 
SLICK MOVE - Guam Oil and Refin­ 
ing has made about $30 million by peddl­ 
ing a mixture that is 48 per cent kerosene 
and naptha as “virgin crude oil.”

Concerning the breakdown in the talks 
between Brezhnev and Cyrus Vance, a 
few observations.

Nixon decided, however reluctantly, to 
let the incident pass. Conceivably, he 
paid for it by the loss of the Vietnam 
war. 
Mr. Carter’s orchestration of his 
firmness can be done at several levels. 
At the rhetorical level, he can of course 
catechize — and he is very good at this 
sort of thing He can talk about Soviet 
obligations to humankind, and whatever 
else they tell jokes about at Kremlin par­ 
ties. At another level, he can proceed 
with the development of the cruise m is­ 
sile. of the B-l bomber, of the Trident 
III. and of the MX mobile m issile — or 
any combination of these. But con­ 
ceivably he would have a hard time with 
Congress, where the dovecotes are 
crowded these da vs. and he would have 


to fear from critics at large the charge 
' that he is catapulting us into a new arms 
race. 
We should of course proceed to develop 
weapons system s as capable as those the 
Russians are working on. and certainly 
the cruise missile deserves priority es­ 
pecially for so long as the Russians insist 
that their Backfire bomber does not have 
intercontinental range. You would

think that this question would be easily 
settled by permitting, say. a bonded 
Swiss pilot to fill one of them up in 
M oscow and head toward Omaha, 
Nebraska, and note down where he ran 
out of gas. Several weeks ago I cracked 
an important Soviet code, and released 
the results. Thus far the Russians have 
not detected this western penetration, 
because Gromyko, at his press con­ 
ference after the breakdown, did it 
again. “ As is known, the Backfire 
bomber is not a strategic weapon, unlike 
cruise m issiles." In Soviet terminology. 
“As is known," or its more frequent 
variant, “ As is well known,” always in­ 
troduces a lie. We now know officially 
that the Backfire bomber is in fact a 
strategic weapon. 
2 The best means of answering the 
Soviet Union in a non-bellicose, non­ 
inflammatory way is quite simply by the 
use of our economic weapon. It is es­ 
timated that the Soviet Union is riding on 
40 billion dollars' worth of credit from 
the west. We are forever shipping them 
wheat with which to subsidize Marxist 
agriculture. A hard policy of economic 
pressure would do us the most good. 
And 3). we must not proceed with quite 
the patience enjoined upon us by Mr. 
Carter The Soviet Union is preparing for

Lord Chalfont, the British 
labor military analyst, writes the follow­ 
ing after a recent trip to Berlin.

Campaign laws evaded 


WASHINGTON - (N E A ) - The 
House and Senate, increasingly sensitive 
about the public's low regard for their 
ethical and moral standards, have spent 
a great deal of time and energy during 
the initial months of this year’s session 
trying to clean up their act 
But at the same time the two houses of 
Congress have been 
fashioning tough new 
codes of ethics for 
themselves, a handful 
of the most ingenious 
and 
in v e n t iv e 
legislators have been 
s e a r c h in g 
fo r 
loopholes in the law. 
cutting corners on 
ethics and generally 
ignoring the spirit of 
reform. 
One of these doing 
business at the same 
old stand is Rep Richard T Schulze. R- 
Pa.. who has found a way to legally 
evade the 70-year-old statutory prohibi­ 
tion on corporate contributions to cam ­ 
paigns for federal office. 
Schulze recently wrote the Federal 
Election Commission (FEC) to explain 
Berry’s World

that he had arranged to accept a $1,900 
“public service" gift of 250 “Congres­ 
sman's Medal of Merit (or Valor)" from 
the Franklin Mint, a corporation in his 
district. 
The congressman planned to present 
the free medals to his constituents as 
part of "a program of recognizing out­ 
standing graduating seniors of high 
schools within my district, and in­ 
dividuals who perform outstanding acts 
beneficial to their fellow man ’’ 
It's not unreasonable to assume that 
behind that overblown rhetoric is 
Schulze's instinct for political survival in 
the next election 
But the FEC. con­ 
fronted with his disclaimer that the 
scheme “will not be related to any cam ­ 
paign activity." had no choice but to con­ 
sent to the plan 
However. C om m ission Chairman 
Vernon W 
Thomson, in an emotional 
speech warned his colleagues: “This is 
the opening wedge of a very, very 
dangerous practice ... an extremely 
dangerous opportunity for corporate con­ 
tributions for political activities." 
After Schulze s staff learned that we 
w ere planning to w rite about his 
previously unpublicized program, his 
press secretary informed us that the con­ 
gressman had “ not fully implemented 
the plan." had belatedly “ reconsidered” 
the idea and decided to buy the medals 
himself. 
The Kemper Insurance Companies, 
another corporation prohibited by law 
from contributing to congressional cam ­ 
paigns. has found an equally creative 
way to skirt the statute: It wants to 
donate $1,000 to help finance publication 
of a book written by “an incumbent con­ 
gressman ” 
Again, the FEC approved the plan 
because it technically did not involve a 
campaign contribution. When we called 
David E 
Brown, a Kemper lawyer, 
seeking more information, the conversa­ 
tion went like this: 
Q Can you tell us the name of the con­ 
gressman? 
A No. 
Q Why not? 
A Why should I? 
Q 
B ecau se you shouldn’t have 
anything to hide. 
A If I wanted to include his name (in 
the request to the FEC) I would have. 
There are countless other variations. 
Rep. Mario Biaggi. D-N.Y., wants to use 
$5,000 of unspent campaign funds to 
finance “the writing of a book and 
screenplay about my life " 
Reps. Gene Taylor, R-M o,, and 
Norman F Lent, R-N.Y , have campaign 
committees which purchased cars with 


political funds and now maintain the 
vehicles in their districts — thereby giv­ 
ing the congressmen the benefit of a free 
auto whenever they go home 
Finally, the FEC votes this week on a 
controversial plan concocted by Rep 
George V Hansen. R-Idaho. He wants 
approval to solicit contribution by mail, 
then use the proceeds to pay for such 
personal expenses as m edical bills, 
business losses and children s college 
tuition 
If the EEC approves Hansen's plan, 
the most brazen offered to date, every 
member of Congress could establish a 
personal charity fund It's no wonder the 
voters have come to view congressional 
morality as lower than the proverbial 
snake's bellv

Courtesy could solve CB chaos 


Some ugly things are 
happening on the Citizens 
Band. A survey of CBers and 
Federal Communications 
Commission personnel across 
the country has turned up this 
much 
— T h ere has been a 
dramatic increase, it seems, 
in the number of ‘‘dead 
carriers.” In layman’s terms 
that means that more CBers 
are disturbing normal com­ 
munications by pressing their 
mike buttons without talking, 
which overrides CB conver­ 
sations in the area. 
— In some large cities there 
is a racial unrest on the air 
that has grown as CBmg has 
spread to all ethnic and racial 
parts of American society 
The trouble is mainly limited 
to people screaming racial 
slurs over the air while travel­ 
ing in parts of a city where a 
large number of people live 
who might be offended by the 
remarks 
— In October two Texas 
men died in a shootout that 
stemmed from an argument 
over who had the right to use a 
particular CB channel. While 
it was the only apparent in­ 
stance of CB-related violence 
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resulting in deaths, operators 
in Nashville and Los Angeles 
told us of fist fights between 
fellow CBers. And in both in­ 
stances, the men involved 
were arguing over who had 
the right to use a channel. 
When the FCC authorized 17 
more CB channels, the CB in­ 
dustry hailed it as a way of 
easing urban radio conges­ 
tion. But relief has been 
slight. Many CBers can’t af­ 
ford to move up from 23 to 40 
channels, and much of the 
congestion problem is due to 
rude o p e ra to rs , young 
children allowed to use the 
family CB and people not 
educated in proper techni­ 
ques 
What has resulted is chaos, 
and a spin-off of that is the 
irritation, frustration and dis­ 
gust that pushes some CBers 
into going off the air and 
others into fighting back, as 
probably indicated by dead 
carriers, racial unrest and 
acts of personal violence. 
A solution to the problem 
might be a further channel ex­ 
pansion, something that will 
probably come about by late 
1978 But even then only a 
small portion of the CBing 
public will immediately add 
the new frequency radios. The 
FCC, always short on man­ 
power. has limited control on 
CBers and must also concen­ 
trate mi making cases against 
CBers using overpowered 
equipment and operating on il­ 
legal. non-CB frequencies. 
In our conversations with 
CBers, one suggestion was 
made coincidentally by two 
people in different parts of the 
country, and it has a logical 
ring to it. We pass it along in 
hopes that a CB-related 
organization will pick it up as 
a project 
It amounts to this: A CB 
organization 
promoting 
proper and courteous radio 
use could put together public 
service radio and television 
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advertisement campaigns 
stressing the importance of 
being a good CBer. Broadcast 
stations would run the ads for 
free, and a large CB manufac­ 
turer might be convinced to 
pay for the ad production. 
The ad campaign wouldn’t

in itself solve the problem. 
But it could help. After all, the 
same type of campaigning has 
prompted thousands of 
families to put litter bags in 
the car, to have regular dental 
checkups and to “give the 
United Way.”

Asked whether he expected 
to get the 1976 Republican 
nomination, former Vice 
P re s id e n t R ockefeller 
replied, ”1 cannot conceive of 
a scenario in which that could 
eventuate.” Asked whether 
his 1976 candidacy was really 
a dry run for 1960, California 
Governor Edmund Brown, 
Jr., replied, “My equation is 
sufficiently complex to admit 
of various outcomes.” During 
the same campaign, Brown 
refused to ride in a chauffeur- 
driven Mercedes because, “I 
cannot relate to that material 
possessory consciousness.” 
Language is apparently one 
area in which Jimmy Carter 
does not insist on simplicity. 
Newman 
shows 
him 
“prioritizing” platforms and 
having “deeply profound” 
religious experiences. More to 
Newman’s taste is daughter 
Amy who, when asked t>y a 
reporter whether she had a 
message for the children of 
America, replied, “No.”

protection against overblown 
and pretentious speech. His 
examples are so outrageous, 
yet so common, that they’re 
bound to make most of us 
think twice the next time we 
offer “help and assistance” 
when plain old “help” is all 
that’s needed. 
In attempting to teach us to 
avoid “Crazy Talk, Stupid 
Talk,” Neil Postman engages 
in some crazy and stupid talk 
of his own. Postman, a 


professor of “Media Ecology” 
(Newman would love that 
one) has written a book aimed 
at the general public but more 
likely to appeal to other 
academics who teach by ter­ 
minology testing. 
He introduces enough new 
junk words to choke even the 
most 
ja rg o n -a d d icted 
sociologist. “Semantic en­ 
vironment,” for example, is 
the place where a conversa­ 
tion happens. And “verbal 
conduct’’ is another two 
words for talk. Then there are 
“role structure, verbal infla­ 
tion, systemaphilia and meta­ 
semantics.” In fact, Postman 
seems more dedicated to coin­ 
ing new words than to using 
old ones well. 
In “ Strictly Speaking,’’ 
Newman’s first book on 
language, he asked the ques­ 
tion, “Will America be the 
death of English?’’ His 
answer was: “Very likely.” 
But browsing through Stuart 
Berg Flexner’s “ I Hear 
America Talking” provides 
hard evidence to support a 
more optimistic forecast. 
Flexner, a linguist — the ma­ 
jor author of the “Dictionary 
of American Slang” — has 
written an inspiring, not to 
mention reassuring, dictionary 
of American words and 
phrases. 
Spanning the Revolution to 
Watergate, Flexner’s stories

behind such words as apple 
pie, the pill, GI joe and hot 
dog make fascinating reading. 
But best of all, Flexner, who 
is also a social historian, has 
written an offbeat and very 
accessible American history. 
In a section entitled “The 
New Woman,” Flexner covers 
everything from “suffrage” 
to the origin of the word “con­ 
dom,” (named after its inven­ 
tor, Dr. Condom, an 18th cen­ 
tury English physician) and 
bloomers (named after 
Amelia Bloomer, who rebell­ 
ed against the hoop skirt and 
began wearing bloomers to 
women’s rights meetings). 
The words coined during 
two centuries of American 
history tend to be simple and 
functional. Reading Flexner 
and Newman is a good start 
toward keeping our language 
simple, functional, and 
beautiful.

Lead poisoning danger

DEAR DR. LAMB - We 
just learned that my husband 
has lead poisoning. What is 
the prognosis and treatment 
for this disease? 
At first it was thought to be 
gout. There was pain in the 
wrist and ankles. Then pain in 
the shoulder started and the 
doctor suspected bursitis. 
Next rheumatoid arthritis 
was suspected but a blood test 
was negative. 
The pain kept getting worse 
and involving more parts of 
the body, shoulders, wrist, 
hands, fingers, elbows, knees 
and lower back. A general 
feeling of no strength, being 
tired all the time, gray gums 
accompanied by a weight loss 
Finally another blood test 
and urine analysis led to the 
present diagnosis. 
Perhaps you can alert peo­ 
ple that it is very possible for 
adults to get lead poisoning 
from occupation or whatever. 
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DEAR READER — Oppor­ 
tunities for lead poisoning are 
rath er widespread in our 
modern society. Most of the 
news items have emphasized 
the lead poisoning that occurs 
in children from picking off 
bits of old lead-based paints. 
Lead can be absorbed from 
fumes in the air. through the 
skin or swalloed. Lead is used 
commercially in many in­ 
dustries. Most industries that 
use lead have a safety routine 
that helps prevent lead poison­ 
ing. A heavy emphasis is plac­ 
ed on washing and changing 
clothes after exposure, before 
eating or before going home. 
Smelting, printing, parts of 
the petroleum industry, min­ 
ing, storage battery manufac­ 
ture, ceramic and glass work 
and plumbing are all ex­ 
amples of some of the in­ 
dustries using lead. 
L ea d c a n a f f e c t th e 
digestive system causing 
severe abdominal pain from 
cram ps of the d ig estiv e 
system. The pain may resem­ 
ble an acute surgical condition 
but the pain is usually not 
made worse by pressing on 
the abdomen. The pressure 
may even give some relief. 
Anemia may occur. The 
nervous system may be in­ 
volved and can cause con­ 
vulsions. paralysis and nerve 
damage. 
Involvement of the muscles 
causing the kind of pain your 
husband experiences does oc­ 
cur. Interference with the nor­ 
mal elimination of uric acid 
by the kidneys may cause high 
uric acid levels and a condi­ 
tion we call “saturnine gout” 
so I am not surprised your 
doctor entertained a diagnosis 
of gout. 


The gray or bluish line you 
noted (Mi the gums is from a 
deposition of lead sulfide and 
we call this a lead line. 
The diagnosis is made by 
laboratory studies identifying 
the increased amounts of lead 
and lead elimination in the 
urine. 
Involvement of the brain is 
an emergency, otherwise the 
treatment is gradual and 
usually highly successful. 
Your husband should recover 
Stitchin' time 


completely. Removal from ex­ 
posure to the source of lead is 
important. Medicines can be 
used to help wash out the lead 
from the body. If some 
muscles are weak, then 
physical therapy to maintain 
muscle function and strength 
helps speed recovery. 
A common source of in­ 
gesting lead is from dishes, 
pottery and ceramic utensils 
that have been lead glazed in 
preparation.

The w eather is playing 
tricks this year. So whether 
you're planning a trip or stay­ 
ing at home, it’s sm art to keep 
a hat handy. 
If you crochet, you can 
quickly make a cap or two and 
even a scarf in time for Jack 
Frost’s next chilly surprise. 
Here are two that’ll keep 
you warm with style. The 
brimmed hat has a dual per­ 
sonality. It’s sophisticated 
with the brim worn down. Or, 
flip it up for a fresh, casual 
look. Either way, you can add 
some extra touches — a band 
of grosgrain ribbon or a pretty 
pin, for example. 


The hat takes just three 
two-ounce balls of a yam like 
Bernat's Berella German­ 
town. The yam is used double 
on a size 5:00 mm crochet 
hook. In letter terms, that's a 
size H hook. 


The second cap is ringed 
with stripes of three colors 
and meets its fashion match in 
a fringed scarf. You may want 
to use a yam that's both light 
and warm like B ern a t’s 
Berella ”4’’. Two four-ounce 
balls of the main color and one 
each of two additional colors 
is enough to work both the cap 
and the scarf on a size 4:00 or 
F hook.

Dear Judy Love: What is 
the correct way to start a new 
color at the beginning of a row 
of crocheting? — P.H.; Atlan­ 
ta, Georgia. 


Dear P H.: When changing 
colors at the end of a row you 
will work up to the last two 
loops of the final stitch with 
the original color. Then those 
two loops are worked off the 
hook with the new color. You 
will then be ready to either 
turn the work and start the 
new row or chain a number of 
stitches and then turn to start 
the new row. Your directions 
will tell you what is to be done 
at this point. If by chance you 
need to change colors in the 
middle of a row you will again 
work up to the last stitch re­ 
quired, leaving two loops on 
the hook with the old color and 
then work those two loops off 
with the new. In both cases 
you will want to weave about 
an inch of each strand into the 
wrong side of your work. Best, 
Judy Love.

Picker shopper is happier aboard ship 


Is it possible to be a bad picker of 
cruise ships even after you’ve carefully 
compared prices, ports and cabin size 
and location? 
It is, but no law says you have to be. 
In fact, anyone with the $75 to $105 a 
day that it’s likely to cost you to socialize 
at sea these days should also have 
sm arts enough to grasp the necessity for 
becoming a pickier person. The fact that 
all cruise ships float does not mean they 
are identical in every other department. 
There are. in fact, big and little dif­ 
ferences. Of course, if your real goal is 
to becom e the w o rld ’s forem ost 
authority on mistakes and how to make 
them, then the thing to do is ignore the 
differences and proceed on a disaster 
course. For instance: 
4 When faced with a choice of several 
ships of varying sizes, do not ask if size 
matters. If it means, as it occasionally 
does, that the big ships can’t park at a 
port’s dock, and therefore cost you 
precious shore time being ferried back 
and forth, terrific! You can grouse about 
this for years. 
4- Never check cruise dates to see if 
they correspond to school vacation 
times That way. if you’re allergic to 
children, you stand a much better chance 
of determining if the presence of small 
persons can really ruin a trip or only give 
you gas pains. 
4- When deciding among several ships, 
don't ask to see sample menus. You 
might find that the style and range of one 
ship's cooking has more appeal than the 
others and be tempted to go where the 
goodies are. 
Picky people of course become happy 
people by reversing this route. Easier 


ways to go include the following: 
1 If you have to fly to and from a port 
to take your cruise, by all means ask 
about air-sea excursion fares or any 
other discounts. This can 
make one 
cruise less expensive than another, 
which is hardly the worst news to hear. 
2. Don’t take it for granted that all 
ships have both indoor and outdoor 
swimming pools, full gymnasiums, 
elevators and individual control of cabin 
air conditioning. Even very good ships 
can lack one or all of these things, but 
there’s no need to do without something 
that matters when there’s usually an 
alternative available. 
3. D on’t ig n o re th e fa ct th a t 
“suggested tipping" and bar prices are 
not uniform from ship to ship. The ship 
line will gladly tell its policies or recom­ 
mendations in advance, and you can 
avoid surprise or a pain in the pocket- 
book. 
4. Read the advertising. What it 
emphasizes can clue you as to whether 
you’re buying a ride on a floating 
nightclub or the last bastion of formal 
living. Since many people do read and 
presumably respond to what interests 
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them, anyone who is, for instance, a 
hater of big bands, discos, neckties and a 
host of other things has a golden oppor­ 
tunity to be a showboat’s Lonesome 
George or Georgia. 
5. For the same sort of reason, look for 
a travel agent who specializes in cruises 
in order to ask about a ship’s reputation 
for “style" and the type of passengers it 
caters to. There’s a lot to be said for try­ 
ing to travel with people you like and 
have something in common with. 
6. Ask as well when the public rooms 
and cabins got their last major overhaul. 
You might wind up choosing something 
fresh and pretty and be so happy you’ll 
overtip. 
7. When making ship comparisons, 
save some time for making shore com­ 
parisons. Whistle-stop shore visits (or 
“ How I Saw Haiti in Only Eight and a 
Half M inutes") make great horror 
stories when you get home, but you can 
find out what you’re in for ahead of time 
and plug that into your total calculation. 
8 Ask if the ship offers valet service, 
hairdressing, breakfast in bed, a 
sauna/massage studio or any other ser­ 
vices that appeal to you. If you take them 
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for granted and then miss out, you’ve got 
just the material you need for writing 
nasty notes to the captain, but somehow 
this is cold comfort. 
9. While you’re still at the shopping 
stage, check on what else there is to do 
besides sail and be served. There are 
strong possibilités you could discover a 
floating concert cruise, a singles’ 
special, or even a real live cooking 
school, and meals filled with dreamy 
delights 
Some cruise ships sport 
casinos, golf pros, tennis teachers, 
famous bridge instructors, all sorts of 
other celebrities and even bowling 
alleys. By ferreting out such facts, you 
risk getting what many people think of as 
“ more for your money " But be brave.

HOLLYWOOD - (NEA) - 
To many observers, the main 
reason for shouting over Bette 
Davis being honored with the 
American Film Institute’s 
Life Achievement Award is 
because she’s the first woman 
to get it. 
But Bette Davis herself 
seems more pleased over the 
fact that she beat out 
Katharine Hepburn for the 
honor. 
“ Miss Hepburn beat me at 
getting three Oscars,” Bette 
Davis says. “ But I got this I 
bet there was a big battle over 
which one of us would get it. I 
always wanted a third Oscar, 
but she got there first. But 
now we’re even — I got this.” 
Still, she is very proud that 
she was the first woman given 
the AFI’s big award. John 
Ford, James Cagney, Orson 
Welles and William Wyler 
were the first four recipients, 
and now it’s her turn. She's 
proud, but, she says, slightly 
embarrassed 
"In a way,” she says, “it’s a 
very embarrassing evening. 
It’s a little bit as though they 
were saying that they ’d better 
give it to me now, before I go 
on to other pastures ” 
When you talk to her, you 
get the impression that she 
has no intention of going on to 
other pastures — certainly not 
in the near future, perhaps 
never. At 68, she still retains 
the vibrant intensity that has 
always characterized her per­ 
sonality. 
She seems to have only one 
regret over aging, and that is 
that her years argue against 
her playing leading roles 
“ It’s hard to find leading 
parts at my age," she says. 
“ And I’m very stubborn — I 
don’t want to end up playing 
old aunts and grandmothers. I 
don’t want to give up having 
my name above the title.” 
In a way, she says, she en­ 
vies the late Peter Finch, who 
died suddenly at the height of 
his career. 
“That was beautiful,’ she 
says, and then adds, slowly, i 
could ask for that.” 
Still, there is nothing very 
morbid about her attitude 
generally. Although her past 
shines with triumphs and 
tributes, she doesn’t look 
backward often 
“ I’m not a dweller in the 
past,” she says. “This is a 
new world.” 
There are things about this 
new world she likes, things 
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least. 
“ I wouldn’t do theater 
again,” she says, “if they 
gave me the world. I hate the 
life on stage. 
“On stage, you give all your 
energies to a play night after 
night after night. And only a 
relatively few people see you. 
I never felt the need of having 
an audience watch me work — 
the movie crew are all the 
audience I need, and they are 
the best audience there is. 
She did the TV movie,

Dunaway. She says she’s been 
home since. But there is a 
major role in the future, if it 
materializes.

Super handyman 
Insulation reflects situation 


by Al Correli 
People often ask me what 
type insulation is best In many 
cases where you’ll be adding 
insulation, die best for you may 
be whatever can be installed 
most easily. For example, if 
your walls aren’t 'insulated, it 
would be impractical to rip 
them out to put blankets inside, 
so the best is something that can 
be poured in at the top, such as 
loose fill or foam-in. The idea is 
to use what you can to reach 
your recommended R-value. Re­ 
value is a figure showing the 
resistance of the insulation to 
heat loss. I asked the Consumer 
Guide people for figures on the 
R-values of the do-it-yourself 
insulating materials they had 
tested. Their findings are shown 
in 
R-vaiue 
per 
inch 
of 
thickness: Vermiculite — 2.1, 
Perlite — 2.7, Fiberglass and 
Rock Wool — 3.3, Polystyrene 
boards — 3.5, and Cellulose — 
3.7. So if you need an Rrl9, you 
could see that six-inch batts of 
Fiberglass would give you that 
While there are other con­ 
siderations, at least now you 
know about what you’d need to 
attain your goals.

off, remove the plate and widen 
the gap next to the outlet box on 
the side opposite the stud to 
which the box is attached.

I refinished our basement and 
converted it from a cold 
storeroom into a great family 
room. However, I made a 
mistake. As an unheated 
basement, it had no insulation, 
and we had insulation on the 
ceiling to keep the floors above 
warm. When I converted, I 
insulated the basement walls 
and floor before putting on 
paneling and flooring over. 1 
didn’t remove the insulation 
above. The local power com­ 
pany now tells me that I should 
have removed the insulation 
above so that the heat from the 
basement would help to heat the 
rest of the house. Others who 
plan to convert a basement 
should keep this in mind. Would

ceiling or not If so, you could 
probably get to the insulation 
with little trouble.

Plan well to get the most 
from every square foot. Map 
your garden on paper to deter­ 
mine spaces for rows, hills, 
different crops. 
Select varieties that mature 
early, hybrids that resist com­ 
mon disease problems and are 
most productive. Catalogs and 
seed packs provide these 
details. 
Start seeds indoors four to 
six weeks before planting 
time outside, after the last 
killing frost in spring. Check 
your local garden center for 
that date. Use peat pellets, 
it pots for convenience. 
Jse sterilized seed starting 
mix and follow, directions on 
seed packs. 
Thin you must so strongest 
seedlings take firm rootholds. 


Peat potted, prestarted 
vegetable 
transplants cost 
slightly more. However, roots 
grow through the pots into 
soil, avoiding transplanting 
setback. That means earlier 
maturity and harvest. When 
you directly seed outdoors, 
thinning is vital, too. Over­ 
crowding causes smaller, 
weaker plants. Save your seed 
pack directions to space and 
thin properly. 
Also, save some seeds for 
later succession planting. 
That way, you’ll have 
seedlings to plant as early 
crops mature to keep every 
square foot producing. Some 
vegetables Idee lettuce, broc­ 
coli, cabbage, beans prefer 
cooler growing weather. Plant 
early for a spring crop, in 
summer to get a fall crop.
